‘Dif 
ficult cases may vary in 


Centre Hastings and Belle 
ville. because some services 
like Psychiatric Health and 
Women's Social Services 
are not available.” 


In a nutshell, Kitcher said 
the members of the Task 
Force are very experienced 
with getting the proper help 
for people, and ‘'cutting the 
red tape’’. 

“Usually, cases will come 
from agency workers or 
professionals in the com- 
munity. For example: a 
doctor refers someone to the 
Task roe in a situation 
where they can't get service 
for a child or they have 
already tried. Maybe he 
doesn’t know what the 
person needs,"’ said Kit- 
cher.

The most effective way 
to reduce your family’s 
income tax load is for the 
spouse in the higher tax 
bracket to transfer invest- 
ment income to the, spouse 
in the lower bracket. 

This can be done on a 
tax-free basis by means of a 
spousal loan. The lender. 
generally the husband, pro- 
vides his spouse with cash 
so that she can invest the 
money into a sound invest- 
ment opportunity. The wife 
will than take into’ her 
income the fruits of the 
investment. 

However, in exchange 
she must provide her 
husband with a promissory 
note which clearly acknow- 
ledges the debt to her 
spouse. Without that note 
Revenue Canada will consi- 
der the transfer of money to 
be a gift, and the Income 
Autribution Rules will apply 
and the benefit of income 
‘splitting will be lost. 

So, the key to avoiding 
tax is have the transaction 
between the spouses in the 
form of a loan. The’ reason 
that a loan is used is that the 
courts have determined that 
a loan is not a gift transfer, 
and therefore the income 
attribution rules do not 
apply. ; 

The note that establishes 
it is a loan transaction 
usually is in the form of a 
non-interest bearing pro- 
missory note payable on 
demand, or a time period 
after demand. If the note is 
properly drawn up, the 
income earned on the 
investment of the loan 
proceeds by the wife will be 
taxable in her hands, not in

It isn't necessary to use a 
lawyer to draw up the 
promissory note, sometimes 
referred to as a demand 
note. The document merely 
has to state that the 
borrower promises to repay 
the sum of money borrowed 
(stating the dollar amount) 
upon demand by the lender, 


‘after a specified grace 


period. The note should also 
contain a sentence which 
states that if a demand for 
repayment is not met, 
interest_at @ given percen- 
tage rate will start to accrue 
from the date of such a 
demand. 

The note has to be sighed 
by the borrower and also 
have the signature of a 
witness. As well, it should 
be dated and include the 
city, town or village where 
the couple reside. In the 
case of farm families, the 
placename would be the 
nearest community. 

Professional financial 
planners say that the best 
evidence that there is a 
genuine loan is actual 
repayment. A common 
practice is for the wife to 
have a bank account in her 


name only, and to deposit in - 


it the income she obtains 
from the investment fi- 
nanced by the loan. She 
then makes periodic pay- 
ments from that income to 
her husband, with the 
payments notated on the 
back of the promissory note. 
with dates. 

It is important to remem- 
ber that some payment or 
acknowledgement of the 


debt is needed at least every

stated Mr.’ Vankoughnet. 

Mr... Vankoughnet then 
went on to outline the need 
for accountability and re- 
sponsibility and how mind- 
boggling the sums of money 
that were being discussed 
are to the average taxpayer. 

‘Fiscal responsibility and 
the lack of accountability to 
parliament is. the real 
question raised in this Bill. 
The Bill allows the Export 
Development. Corporation's 
board of directors to spend 
$60 billion dollars without 
accounting to parliament 
until after it is spent. The 
people of Canada are 
beginning to ask questions 
about how the government 
has spent and is spending - 
their money. Because 
Crown corporation after 
Crown corporation has lost 
the confidence of the 
Canadian public. people 
want parliamentary control 
of public funds. It is not 
unreasonable to expect that 
appropriations should come 
before the House as they 
are required, but not with 
this blank cheque approach. 
The House of Commons has 
lost control over Crown 
corporations, to say the 
least. We do not even know 
how many there are, let 
alone how much money is 
involved or for what valid 
reasons they are doing 
business. No one is ques- 
tioning the validity of the 
EDC. What is being ques- 
tioned is the authority of 
parliament and our ability to 
question the spending of 
public funds before, not 
after, they are spent. 

"It is difficult to imagine 
what $60 billion really is, 
but I am told that just $1 
million in $1 bills laid end to 
end would stretch from this 
chamber to Sharbot Lake, a 
community in my riding 80 
miles away. Just imagine 
how far $60 billion in $1 bills 
would go. 

‘*We are now considering 
$20 billion of borrowing 
authority to be lent to 
various concerns around the 
world. The Farm Credit 
Corporation n eds another 
$300 million but the Mini- 
ster of Agriculture and the 
Minister of Finance say no. 
My party has for some time, 
including 1979 when we 
were the government for a 


short period, promoted par- 
liamentary reform. Parlia- 
mentary - procedures must 
be put in place that 
scrutinize expenditures be- 
fore they are spent rather 
than after. 

“L urge the government 
to consider these amend- 
ments to this Act and to 
start the process of giving 
some accountability back to 
Members of Parliament 
and, therefore, to the 
people of Canada. Year 
after year the Auditor 
General warns that financial 
management and control of. 
departments and agencies 
is well below acceptable 
standards. The raising and 
spending of money goes to 
the very heart of the role 
parliament plays. MY col- 
leagues and | are deter- 
mined that this institution 
shall retain the integrity and 
responsibility with which it 
was originally endowed.” 

Mr. Vankoughnet then 
noted that Parliament as an 
institution would be better 


served if the legislation 
being debated was 
amended to allow for 


accountability to parlia- 
ment. 

“Recently I read in the 
local press that over 50 per 
cent of the Canadian popu- 
lation believes that the role 
of parliament in our society 
is limited, With the. current 
situation which the federal 
government .is trying , to 
develop, I see this situation 
deteriorating, not impro- 
ving. Fiscal accountability.is 
fundamental to the rights of 
parliament. Unless that 
responsibility is streng-* 
thened and preserved, I am 
afraid the institution we 
know as parliament will 
cease to exist. 

"My colleague, the Hon. 
Member for Mississauga 
South, has pointed out, 


among other things, the 
lack of private sector busi- 
nessmen to sit on the 
reconstituted board of direc- 
tors of the Export Develop- 
ment Corporation. Our de- 
sire to place businessmen 
on the board of directors of 
the EDC is to inspire a 
sense of reality in the 
decisions of the Crown 
corporation, As has been 
stated on several occasions 
in this House, the monu- 
ment to the Algerian revolu- 
tion which was financed by 
Canadian taxpayers is an 
example of where the 
isolated world of the civil 
servant lacks credibility, 
‘In the same vein, I 
shake my head in disbelief 
when I witness this govern: 
ment’s response to the 
agricultural community.

BASIC EMPLOYMENT 
RIGHTS

Are you about to enter the 
work force? Are you ¢m- 
ployed now? Is.there a 
possibility you might be laid 
off or fired? If the answer to 
any of these questions is 
ves, you need to know your 
rights as an employce. 

When you are looking for 
a job or applying for a 
promotion, one of the things 
vou should know is that 
certain kinds of discrimina 
tion are illegal.

The Ontario Govern- 
ment will pay employers 


_and their trainees bonuses 


up to $4,000 under a new $6 


“million job training pro- 


gram, Colleges and Univer- 
sities Minister Dr. Bette 
Stephenson announced re 
cently. 

Under the long-term com- 
ponent of the Ontario 
‘Training Incentive Pro- 
gram, employers who hire 
and train an unemployed or 
laid-off worker or who 
retrain a worker who is 
already employed will re- 
ceive $1,000 for each year 
the worker remains in the 
program. Maximum length 
of the training program is 
four years. Employers will 
also be eligible for an 
additional $1,000 bonus to 
cover a 10-week familiariza- 
tion period, for. new em- 
ployees only 

In addition to getting paid 
for their training, workers 
taking part in the program 
will receive $1,000 a year for 
each year they stay in the 
program. 

The long-term component 
applies to six occupations 
draftsmen/women, systems 
analysts and programmers, 


chemical process operators, 
industrial electricians, in 
strument repairman 
woman and millwrights. 
Trainees may also, as* 
part of their traiming, attend 
a college of applied arts and 
technology for up to 50 days 
each year (valued at up to 
$1,500 a year) at no cost to 


either>the trainee or the 
employer. The Ontario 
Training Incentive Program 
will be delivered through 
the college system. 

Under the short-term 
component of the program 
employers who hire and 
train an unemployed or 
laid-off worker in other 
occupations, will receive a 
$1,000 bonus if the worker 
stays in the program for one 
year. 

Dr. Stephenson said it is 
the first time that the bonus 
payment idea has been 
offered in a job retraining 
program. She said that she 
expects the program will 
create about %,000 new 
training positions in the 
next year.

Choking on vomit is cause of local man’s death 


A coroner's inquest into 
the death of Michael Mur- 
phy, Madoc, revealed he 
died August 13. at Madoc 
Ontario Provincial Police 
(OPP) Detachment from 
aspirating (inhaling) his 
own vomit. The five person 
coroner's jury present last 


Wednesday at Madoc Pro- - 


vincial Court ruled that 
Murphy, 52, of 90 Rollins 
Street, died in a detachment 
holding cell after being 
picked up for impaired 
driving earlier that day. 

At about 5:55, Ola Moor: 
croft of Madoc was watch- 
ing her children in the 
family car parked in front of 
Angelo'’s clothing store on 
Durham ‘Si.’ During the 
inquest, Mrs. Moorcroft 
testified she saw and fel

the Murphy vehicle collide 
with the rear of hers. While 
the accident took place, Mr. 
Allan Frederick Moorcroft 
was inside Canadian Tire. 
‘"T came out when I heard 
the horn blowing and saw 
that Mike (Murphy) had just 
backed Gp.” said Mr. 
“For a while he 
sat there, then he got out. 
He was staggering with his 
hand on the car— bumping 
it and he was mumbling.” 
Mr. Moorcroft said the 
only words Murphy said to 
him were: ‘The police know 
where | live~I'm Mike 
Murphy.’ He then got in 
his.car and drove home. 
Minutes later, investiga- 
ting officer Constable Dana 
Melion of Madoc OPP 
detachment arrived at the 


scene and found the front 
license plate of the Murphy 
vehicle on the ground, Mr. 
Moorcroft mentioned to him 
that he thought Murphy was 
‘drunk’. He also told 
Constable Mellon that there 
was minimal damage to the 
Murphy vehicle. 

At 6:10 p.m., Constable 
Mellon and Constable Gor- 
don Lever arrived at the 
Murphy residence and ar- 
rested him for impaired 
driving. The constables said 
they had a little difficulty in 
getting the—man into the 
cruiser, so they handcuffed 
him and put him in the back 
seat. They testified that 
Murphy then vomited. 

Constable Norman Papi 
of Madoc detachment was 
called to the office to do the 


breathalyser test and in the 
meantime Murphy was 
placed in a holding cell. 

At that time, approxi- 
mately 6:22, Murphy is 
reported to have asked for 
the handcuffs to be re- 
moved. Mellon removed the 
cuffs and Lever removed 
Murphy's belt to make sure 
he could not injure himself 
with it. 

Constables Lever and 
Mellon were the only 
officers at headquarters: 
until the arrival of Consta- 
ble Papi. 

At 6:40, Constable Mel- 
lon made four telephone 
calls for an ambulance and 
was unsuccessful.

Van der Hoeven said 
blood samples tested fe- 
vealed that Murphy had 300 
milligrams of aléohol per

system. The legal limit for 
intoxication is 80 milli- 
grams. 

Van der Hoeven said that 
300 milligrams is “certainly 
a highly toxic level. Re- 
flexes are dampened and 
could bring about the 
choking.”’ She said that at 
300 the body could lose the 
ability to reflexively prevent 
the fluid from seeping into 
the windpipe. 

“The lethal level is 
usually accepted at 350 
milligrams of alcohol in 
blood. At $50 milligrams, 
you have a suppressed 
central nérvous system 
you don’t think properly or 
breathe properly. You slow 
down,’’ said’ Van der 
Hoeven. 

Van der(Hoeven said this, 
type of death is ‘‘much too 
common’. She said she 
didn’t have the statistics, 
but they ‘‘see this several 
times a year in Belleville.” 

Corporal John Mitchell of -

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Warble Fly control essential 


?

Warble flies, lice, and 
flies all reduce production of 
meat and milk in our cattle. 
Warble fly larvae also 
damage meat and hides. 
Cattle grubs are the larvae 
(immature stages) of warble 
flies. Damage resulting 
from cattle grubs can be 
eliminated by the use of 
systemic insecticides, but it 
must be done now. 

In Ontario, the usual egg 
laying time of warble flies is 
June and July, and into” 
August: The eggs hatch in $ 
to 7 days and the tiny larvae 
crawl down the hairs and 
penetrate the skin causing 
much irritation. These first 
instar larvae. migrate 
through the aninial’s body 
for 7 to 9 months before 
they appear in the back 
under the skin. The route of 
these migrations is not well 
known, but by mid-winter 
(December, January and 
February) the northern cat- 
tle grub goes to or near the 
spinal cord. 

Sometime betwéen. the 
seventh and ninth month 
(February to April) in 
Ontario, the small larvae 
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reach the back where they 
cut a small hole in the skin. 
One to five days after 
reaching the back, the 
larvae molt and become 
covered with spines. At this 
time, the body of the host 
begins to isolate the grub by 
forming a pocket of tissue 
around it. The resulting 
lump is often called the 
‘twarble’’. During the next 
4 weeks, growth of the 
larvae or grubs is rapid as is 
the increase in the size of 
the ‘‘warbles'’. At about 
this time the larvae molt 
into the third instar stage 
that eventually drops from 
the back to form a pupae in 
the soil. 

During the entire deve- 


‘lopment in the ‘‘warble’’. a 


hole is kept open to the 
surface of the skin so the 
grub can breathe. As 
growth continues, the hole 
becomes gradually larger 
until the grub is fully 
developed. Complete deve- 


‘ lopment in the back takes 


up to 11 ‘weeks in the 
northern cattle grub. When 
development is complete 
the grubs work their way 
out of the breathing hole 
and drop to the ground. 
There they crawl into the 
top layer of soil or debris 
and form a hard black pupae 
(late April to early June). 

Adult flies emerge from 
the puparium in 4 to Mi) 
weeks. They mate and the 
female immediately begins 
her search for cattle on 
which to lay her eggs. 
Systemic Insecticides for 
Control 

Systemic insecticides ap: 
plied to the skin are 
absorbed into the blood- 
stream to kill the grubs 
before they reach the 
animal's back to cause 
damage. Control of grubs 
can be achieved easily and 
efficiently by the use of the 
systemics now available for 
this purpose. These syste: 
mics give a consistent 90 to 
95 per cent control. How 
/ever, it is important that 
these materials are used 
properly and at the right 
time. Temporary control of 
louse infection may follow 
the use of systemic treat: 
ment for warbles. The louse 
population may. however, 
re-establish itself within 4 to 
8 weeks, which would 
require further inspection 
and treatment. See Ontario

Three systemic insecti- 
cides are available for use in 
Canada and are applied as 
cither pour-on formulations 
or as a spray. For the best 
control, these materials 
should be applied in Sep- 
tember, October and No- 
vember when they can kill 
the grubs* as they are 
migrating through the ani- 
mal’s tissues. Control at 
this time eliminates all of 
the carcass damage. It is not 
recommended that syste- 
mics be used during De- 
cember, January or Febru- 
ary. During this period, the 
grubs are located primarily 
in the spinal cord. Grubs 
killed in such areas stimu: 


late the “animal's body 
defences and undesired side 
effects can occur, Side 
effects may include a 
stiffness or milk paralysis in 
the hind quarters. Animals 
showing the effects after 
treatment should be ob- 
served closely and encour: 
aged to exercise. Recovery

Do farmers in Canada get 
enough respect? 

That was the interesting 
question posed a couple of 
weeks ago on the farm 
phone-in portion of CBC's 
Radio Noon show. Even 
more interesting was the 
response the question gen- 
erated. 


Nine out. of 10 callers 
were emphatic in agreeing 
that farmers do not get 
enough respect in this 
nation. Although one or two 
of the callers were farmers’ 
wives or former farm 
women, many others were 
not. In fact, if I remember 
correctly, one caller said 
they got too much attention 
from goyernments, too 
many subsidies and too 

many bail-outs. 

“Taey're nothing but a 
bunch of cry babies,” said 
the man who called. 

It was also interesting to 
note that at least one caller 
suggested the Radio Noon 
show does not pay enough 
attention “o farmers. The 
farm phone-in portion was 
limited to less than 15 
minutes, she said, but a 
whole hour devoted 
daily to-2 phone-in portion 
far oriented

Many of us with a lot of 
grey around the ears can 
remember when the noon- 
hour show on CBC was 
entirely devoted to agricul- 
ture. Over the years, this 
emphasis has switched to 
the point where the farm 
portion of the show is now a 
recitation of the livestock 
and produce markets with a 
few reports from field 
reporters. It is a token 
amount of content and not 
nearly as agriculturally 
oriented as it should be. 

A number of excellent 
reporters have been cut 
from the show through 
austerity measures because 
the other news and public 
affairs departments have 
gobbled too much money 
from the CBC allotment. 

The National and the 
Journal are costly show- 
pieces for the CBC. It takes 
great gobs of money to keep 
them going and Radio Noon 
was cut back more than a 
year ago. It was used as 
fodder to feed the prestige 
shows. 


Which is not to say that 
programs are not 
worthwhile. They were in- 
novative in ‘their infancy, 
especially when the produ- 
cers defied. tradition and 
moved them back to the 10 
p.m. time slot.

Tile drainage 


funds 
allocated 


by province 


Provincial funds to help 
farmers install tile drainage 
systems in their fields are 
being reallocated to go 
where the: need is greatest, 
William Doyle, assistant 
députy minister of Agricul 
ture and Food, announced 
recently. 

“The ministry is trans: 
ferring tile drainage funds 
from municipalities that are 
not going to use up their 
current allocations, pump 
ing them into areas where 
there are farmers waiting to 
have this work done,” 
Doyle said. This could mean 
up to $30,000 each to 140 
municipalities, he noted. 

Each vear, the ministry 
allocates funds to munici 
palities under the Ontario 
Tile Drainage Act which 
they, in turn, loan. to local 
farmers for drainage pro- 


jects. 

“The ministry is today 
notifying the municipal 
clerks involved of the 


changes in these financial 
arrangements,” Doyle said. 
Farmers who have been 
waiting to proceed with tile 
drainage projects should 
check with their municipal 
clerks regarding the availa- 
bility of additional funds. 
Studies have shown that 
tile drainage increases crop 
yields up to 50 per cent and 
that each dollar invested in 
tile drainage brings a return 
of $18.

Local surveyor joins with engineer 


Walter Lorenz, owner of 


j 
Walfer Lorenz Surveyors 
has joined forces with a 
veteran civil engineer 


named’Hans Kuhles to form 
a new company that will 
offer both engineering and 
land surveying services. 
The name of the new 
company is Lorenz and 
Herpa Incorporated Survey- 
ors and Engineers. 

Both men feel there is a 
great need in the’ area for 


the services of oth the 
surveyor and engineer com- 
bined. Kuhles says that if 
he were contracted to build 
abridge for example, he 
would need the surveyor to 
determine the distance 
across the river or gorge. 
and to survey the height of 
the banks on each side. If 
the height of the banks are 
different from one side to 
another, he would have to 
alter the design of the 


bridge. Other areas the two 
professions would work 
together include mines, 
sewage, bulding railways, 
sand roads. 

Although the new dimen- 
sion has been added to the 
existing surveying busi- 
ness, Lorenz says they will 
continue as fully qualified 
Ontario Land Surveyors. 

Lorenz came to Madoc 
after his partnership busi- 
ness in Toronto decided to 


open a branch office here in 
1976. In 1979, Lorenz sold 
out and the name was 
changed from W.G. Gibson 
and Sons, to Walter Lorenz 
Surveyors. < 

Kuhles came to Madoc 
about a year ago, he says, 
and. immediately liked the 
area. He and his wife 
reurned last June and 
purchased a house. By July, 
Hans had moved in and his 
wife was on the way. Kuhies 
has been in the engineering 
profession for the past 20 
years. He is a member of 
the Order of Engineers of 
Quebec and a member of 
the Association of Profes- 
sional Engineers of Ontario. 

Kuhle's engineering phi 
losophy is one of mainten 
ance, rather than mammoth 
construction: “We can live 
in the countryside with well 
maintained roads and sew- 
ers and still preserye the 
atmosphere...1 don’t think 
putting all that concrete 
around us is right.”’ 

Lorenz and Kuhle agree 
that there is a need. in 
Hastings County for a 
combined surveyor and 
engineering service. They 
say the last similar opera: 
tion in the dpunty was 
closed in Bancroft recently, 
when one of the principals 
of the business retired. And 
they have decided fo ‘*fill in 
the gap that has been 
cracked by this retire- 
ment.”

If your car has sluggish ac- 
celeration or is “bucking™ at 
cruising speed, it may be due 
toa lean condition in the car- 
buretor. It's.a sign that the fuel 
filter may be clogged with dirt 
and preventing fuel from 
reaching the retor. 
Preventive maintenance of 
the fuel system iscritical, says 
Cay Care Council. Dirt in the 
carburetor, a condition found 


most often when car owners 
fail to have fuel filters re- 
placed or when they buy sub- 
standard fuel, can cause 
clogging of carburetor jets 
and ultimate failure. 

Another area of trouble is 
the needle valve and-seat 
which, when sticking or oth- 
erwise leaking, ¢an permit 
excessive fuel to énter the car- 
buretor float chamber. 

The action is similar to the 
shut-off valve connected to 
the float in a toilet tank: when 
it fails to shut off, the water 
keeps on running. In the case 
of a carburetor, the fuel con- 
tinues to run into the car- 
buretor, causing excessively 
rich mixture and possibly 
flooding. 

_ Asymptom not unlike the 
one mentioned.above can 
come from a sticking choke or 
dirty air filter. When the 
choke fails to open, an exces- 
sively rich mixture of fg} gets 
into the engine. Rough run- 
ning, smoking and eventual 
fouling of spark plugs occur.
